In early 1934 The New York Daily News revitalized 
the issue in general by running a thoughtful 
advertisement which pointed up the value of comic 
strips to a newspaper. The flurry of reappraisal 
induced the Eastern Color Printing Company, 
which had printed most of the early efforts, to 
publish the first comics magazine specifically for 
newsstand sales. It was called Famous Funnies. 
It sold for ten cents. It contained reprints of Mutt 
and Jeff, Toonerville Folks, Hairbreadth Harry, 
Tailspin Tommy, The Nebbs and other strips, plus 
a generous sprinkling of puzzles, magic tricks, 








and “oddity panels” patterned on Ripley’s Believe 

It or Not. The first issue lost money; the second 
was profitable.
